I Took two Glafs Planes, each fomewhat more than 
%o Inches loog, of ehe trueft Surfaces [ could pit>> 
cure, Thde being held dofe together at one of their 
Ends, the other Ends were opened exaftly to an Angle 
of 20 Minntet. In this Form they were edgeways put 
into a Trough of ting'd Water, which immediately 
arofe between them in the Figure of the annext Scherte.^«Fig.7. 
At another time the Planes were opened to an Angle of 
40 Minutes i then the Water ap^ar*d between them, 
as in the Scheme with that Title. By thcfe Schemes "^"Fig-^- 
the Proportions of the Power of Attra^ion are in fome 
mcafure evident to the Eye 5 for tliere nray be feen at 
the feveral Diftances, how many Lines (which are laths 
of .Inches) the Water is elevated, and the prodigious 
Increafe of them near the touching End?. I hope the 
Tables are pretty accurate 5 for after rnany tfyals, I find 
the Succeffes to be thuch the fame, according to the dif- 
ferent Angles. This Experiment was firft made by Mr. 
Brook Tajilor, as appears by his Letter to Dr. Hattr 
Shane, R. S. Seer, but he cotifefTes his Jp^aratus not 
nice enough to difcover exaftly the Figure which the 
Water made between the Planes-

Scheme of the Flakes a- 
^ened to an Angle of 40
